Cole, Price and Patterson went on to Moscow during the middle of 
October while Representative Durham with Senator Pastore and 
Representatives Dempsey and Holifield went to Athens and Rome. 
Senator Gore has published a series of three articles in newspapers 
about his Moscow travels.
